Applicant requests reconsideration because applicant 
contends that features in Guerin such as a key expiring under 
certain conditions and/or periodic "re-authorize" of access 
codes would not provide any benefit to remote entry transmitters 
for vehicles in the Lambropoulos/Prosan product. Applicant 
contends that instead, and as generally known, these codes are 
periodically synchronized between the transmitter and the 
receiver. This argument is not persuasive because inclusion of 
date information provides detection of re-utilization of a lost 
or stolen key in col. 4 lines 54-67 of Guerin that would be 
relevant to Lambropoulos disclosing replacing lost or misplaced 
transmitters that function as building or vehicle access keys in 
cols. 2-4 and 18-22. Lambropoulos does not disclose periodic 
synchronization of the transmitter and receiver, nor does 
Lambropoulos disclose date codes, but Lambropoulos is directed 
to the same field of access control to structures as in Guerin 
and Guerin teaches date codes to be desirable in this field. 
The date comparison of Guerin provides an additional check to 
prohibit access to a lost key that has been replaced. The 
renewable time slot access of Guerin is useful "in the field of 
checking of access to buildings" in col. 1 lines 10-15 of Guerin 
that corresponds to "as well as control devices on other

structures such as locks on residential doors and mechanical 
garage door operators" in col. 1 lines 15-20 of Larnbropoulos . 
Use of date code of Guerin in the wireless transmitter system of 
Lambropoulos is suggested by the reference to the portable 
storage carrier electric key communicating by radioelectric 
means in col. 3 line 36 of Guerin. Further, the renewable time 
slot access of Guerin would have been useful with "any kind of 
object for which the opening or use has to be checked" in col. 1 
lines 10-15 of Guerin suggesting structures such as vehicles, 
residential locks or garage doors in Lambropoulos. As stated in 
the final rejection, Guerin is not limited to the one day 
postman access in the description of the related art, but is 
intended for use by a resident as indicated by the storage of 
the user name and his apartment number in col. 3 lines 42-49 of 
Guerin that corresponds to "structures such as locks on 
residential doors" in col. 1 lines 15-20 of Lambropoulos.
